Mississippi  Banker  Appointed 
Vice  President  of  Development 


The  President  of  Wesleyan  and 
the  Chairman  of  the  Board,  Ran- 
dolph W.  Thrower,  announce  the 
appointment  of  Robert  L.  Qualls, 
of  Tupelo,  Miss.,  as  Vice  President 
of  Development.  He  will  assume 
his  duties  approximately  Jan.  1, 
1974. 

Mr.  Qualls  comes  to  the  College 
from  the  field  of  banking,  where  he 
has  distinguished  himself  especial- 
ly in  the  area  of  marketing.  As 
Senior  Vice  President  and  Director 
of  the  Marketing  Division  of  the 
Bank  of  Mississippi,  the  state’s 
third  largest  bank,  he  was  largely 
responsible  for  his  bank’s  winning 
for  the  last  three  successive  years 
the  coveted  Golden  Coin  Award  for 
excellence  in  marketing,  given  at 
annual  meetings  of  the  Bank 
Marketing  Association.  This 
marks  the  first  time  any  bank  in 
the  country  ever  won  the  Golden 
Coin  Award  three  consecutive 
years. 

His  areas  of  activity  have  includ- 
ed corporate  business  develop- 
ment, advertising  and  public 
relations,  market  research,  cor- 
respondent banking,  industrial 
development,  and  personnel  and 
training.  At  Wesleyan  he  will  coor- 
dinate development,  admissions, 
alumnae,  information  and  public 
relations. 

“My  philosophy  of  marketing  is 
that  everybody  must  ‘sell’  the 
College”,  said  Mr.  Qualls,  “not 
just  the  President,  the  Trustees,  or 
the  Development  Office.  It  is  the 
responsibility  of  the  entire  con- 


stituency— students,  faculty, 
alumnae,  everybody.  We  must 
project  the  total  image,  the 
heritage,  the  present, 

everything.” 

“We  are  most  grateful  to  Frank 
Jones  and  his  Trustee  committee 
for  securing  the  services  of  Mr. 
Qualls”,  said  President 
Strickland.  “We  are  excited  at 
the  record  he  has  made  in  banking 
and  marketing  and  look  forward  to 
his  being  associated  with 
Wesleyan.  We  are  delighted  that 
he  is  interested  in  turning  his 
talents  to  education.” 

Serving  on  the  committee 
with  Mr.  Jones  were  Mrs.  Fred 
Manget,  Miss  Ann  Maria 
Domingos,  William  A.  Fickling, 
Jr.,  and  Rufus  Green. 

“Mr.  Qualls  has  a background  of 
accomplishment  and  has 
demonstrated  that  he  is  an  in- 
novator”, said  Mr.  Jones.  “He  is  a 
person  of  ability  and  imagination 
and  will  do  a fine  job  at  Wesleyan. 
We  are  very  enthusiastic  about  his 
coming  to  us.” 

Mr.  Qualls  received  both  his 
bachelor’s  and  master’s  degrees 
from  Mississippi  State  University 
and  completed  his  doctoral  work  at 
Louisiana  State.  He  is  a former 
Ford  Foundation  Faculty  Research 
Fellow  at  Vanderbilt  and  recipient 
of  the  Foundation  for  Economic 
Education  Award.  He  was  elected 
both  to  Omicron  Delta  Kappa  and 
Blue  Key. 

Active  in  community  affairs,  he 
was  selected  as  an  “Outstanding

Young  Man  of  America”  by  the 
National  Jaycees  in  1965,  is  in 
“Who’s  Who  in  America”  and 
other  listings.  His  writings  have 
been  published  and  he  is  a sought 
after  speaker.

An  embroidered  royal  Chinese 
robe,  which  belonged  to  the  late 
Mme.  H.  H.  Rung  (Eling  Soong), 
graduate  of  1909,  was  presented  to 
Wesleyan  at  Alumnae  Council  as  a 
gift  from  Mrs.  Fred  Manget  (Jennie 
Loyall,  T2)  of  Macon.  Mrs. 
Manget  had  received  it  some  years 
ago  from  her  friend,  eldest  of  the 
famous  Soong  sisters.  Mme.  Rung 
had  died  earlier  that  week  at  her 
home  in  Long  Island.  Her  husband 
was  the  first  Finance  Minister  of 
the  Republic  of  China.  She  and  her 
two  sisters  were  granted  honorary 
degrees  by  Wesleyan  in  1943.
